Protestant and Catholic Churches have 
both invested 100,000 Marks towards the 
children's home. 

The society does not only collect 
money, but also willing hands — people 
prepared to give lessons to the women, or 
İn some cases private tuition, Already 28 
courses are being prepared. They 
concentrale on practical skills such as 
sewing, cookery, photography, typing, 
bookkeeping, and they oncourage the 
women to think for themselves by means 
of group therapy, acting in plays with 
sociological themes, discussion groups 
and German and English lessons. 

Elemenlary education is in greatest 
demand. Most of the women have never 
learnt anything and they find this a great 
burden. In the Juvenile block there are 
two Ililterates, Ifardly any of the women 
have learnt a trade und twenty per cent 
did not even complete their elementary 
school education. 

Even In the smullest groups difficultles 
are often experienced with nıany of the 
women whlclı cun only be overcome by 
individual tuition or special attention by 
teaching stall. 

Similarly personality problenıs crop up 
in the relationship between convict 
mother and her child. Among the 
therapeutic aims of the Society and the 
children's home it will be building is to 
school mothers in how to look after their 
children al bring them up. 

Nornully, pregniunt women who are 
convicted are sent t0 û prison witlı 
hospital attacled. Six weeks after birth 


Einsele issued a challenge to her justice 
minister in 1967 — a challenge that had 
no legal basis at the outset, 

She opened up a “nursery" of two 
rooms with five cots between the prison 
laundry and the staff canteen, This 
accommodation ts quite Insufficient for 
mother and child to Hive together, but at 
least those wonten prisonors with 
children, who work in the prison laundıy, 
the gardens or the workshop can come 
and look after tlıcir children three times a 
day and thus strike up that contact with 
their infants tlrat jş so important for 
the child.

Technical innovations only rarely lead 
to complelely new types of jobs. Career 
researchers forecast tlut most persons 
will continue to be emıployod in the same 
occupations as exist today. Only one 
person in eight will be in a completely 
new job by the year 2000.

Most workers will no longer be able to 
learn ane particular activity and ucquire 
the necessary specialist knowledge for the 
job but will be forced to place their 
training on a brader, more conplex 
basis.

” this requires a more general and more 
fexible system which will arouse 
enthusiasm and sy'slentatically develop 
learning abllily. Career training must be 
based more ur professions as 1 whole in 
future and less on specific occupations. 

Anyone desiring professional success in 

, future must satisfy a whole series of 
important conditions. He must have a 
high degree of theoretical knowledge, the 


their career plans, More developments 
have been made in the last ten years than 
in the provious two thousand, 

Statisticlans have calculated that every 
minute a new chemical formula is 
discovered somewhere in the world.

a few changes 


Sixty per cent of this country’s fish 
requirements are caught in this zone. The 
leelandic ban on trawling in these waters 
hil made fishing more difficult nnd 


dxpenusive. 
The Federal Republic, with ils limited 
coastline, coud mot meet its fish 


requirements eıttirely by inıports froin 
eos counlries, either, as these 
were limited, 

He said that deep frozen fish was not 
proving so prohlematicul, but here again 
this country was dependent on ships 
fishing off (celand. 

But people in the fishery business are 
not discouraged. Consumer demand is 
rising and this should make it possible to 
market less well-known fish such as 
mackerel, pilchards and sea-pike, FIMA 
plans this year to give a boost to tle sales 
side of the industry with a sales 
promotional campaign.

Young writers work very often for 
radio, television and films, while ulder 
authors often capitulate in the face of 
such a challenge, being afraid to leave the 
isolation of their writing desk and having 
no experience of work in a group. 


For most young writers it js no longer 
Imporlant whether they write “pure" 
literature, or whether they are called on 
to do reports, television fims or analyses 
of the social situation. Young writers 
often are unwilling to be called 
“authors™. They cortsider themselves 
producers of words and suppliers to the 
media industry. 

Most young writers are well .aware of 

` their dependence on the media. Seventy- 
six per ‘cent of them say that their 
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Decision on Dortmund archives 
must be reached soon 


Hiüser keeps in contact with some one 
hundred second-hand book shops both at 
lome and abroad in order to add 
regularly to lıis literary collection, The 
archives, the hirthplace of the Gruppe 61 
movement and an advice centre for 
working-class writers, also obtains new 
books from private sources, legacies and 
the exchange of duplicated material. 

Research centres for working-class 
literature have also beeıı opened in other 
European countries during tle past few 
years but they are still in their infancy. 
This applies to the centre in Amsterdam 
and the “Clearing Office for Worker 
Educatlon and Literature” set up in Graz 
by the Austrian Cultural Policy Society. 
Archives for working-class literature on 
the Dorlmund pattern are also planned 
for Brilain and France. 

In January 1970 Hüser offered to hand 
his privale collction over to the city of 
Dorinıund as a foundation. This meant 
that the city's librarians could reclassify 
the ınalerial and compile a catalogue. 

Members of ihe Dortmund Council's 
cultural affairs committee viewed the 
collection and recommended the city to 
take it over. Burt io decision has yet been 
taken on the future of the archives which 
dr now worih sone 120,000 Marks. 

In the meantime the Trades Union 
Conlederution based in Düsseorf, the 
Friedrich Ebert Foundation in Bonn and 
ile German department of the Ruhr 
University. Bochum, bave all expressed 
interest in acquiring Huser’s collevlion. 

The Friedrich Ebert Foundation would 
like ta hùve il as part of its “Social 
Democracy Archive". The CGierman 
department ot Bochum University have 
supplied Huser with detailed proposals of 
hûw it plaıs lu expand the archives into a 
research institute for working-class 
literature. The Research Association is 
willing to provide the necessary cash. 

It is only to be hoped that a decision 
will soon be taken on the future of this 
unique private library which is attaining 
growing importance in the field of 
literary science. 

Fritz Hüser realises that an author and 
subject catalogue must be compiled so 
that the mumber of people using the 
arcliives can rise still further, 

It would be regrettable and all but 
criminal if, after Hüser’s retirement this 
year, the Arçhives for Working-Class 
Writings and Sûcial Literature were .to be 
divided up, perhaps to be dissolvéd 


completely at a later date, all because of a 


delayed decision. iKlatus Morgenstern
